Newfoundland dogs are fast 
disappearing from island 


St. JOHN’S, Nfid.—Burly — 

natured Néwfoundland dogs, this 
island's most famous expoxt, are 
fast disappearing from Newfound- 
‘land. Only five thoroughbreds are 
left here, compared with 30 in 
1949 when five breeders exported 
more than 100 pups a year. 
‘ On’ his 15-acre ‘Westerland” 
farm _near. here Mr. Macpherson 
well-known Newfoundland mer- 
chant, keeps two: female. dogs 
along with his favorite, glossy- 
coated “Captain Bob Barlett”. Not 
far away, at the Glenmire kennels, 
Hugh Baird has two more thor- 
oughbreds. — 

Before Confederation, when Mr. 
Macpherson’s ‘‘Westerland Seigar” 
|was pictured on Newfoundland’s 
14-cent stamps, registering, the 
dogs was a simple process, all done 
on paper. Today, however, the 
pups must be either tattooed or 
nose-printed. 

Mr. Macpherson thinks tattooing 
is cruel and he says Newfound- 
land. dogs are not suited for nose- 
printing .  wcanan they sweat too 
much. 


Much has been written and told 
about the brave Newfourldland 
dog dnd. most of these stories are 
known by Mr. Macpherson who 
has’ been’ breeding the dogs for 50 
years. Many of the stories. came
